The English court which, for tev 
days, had been tying the famous 
or iptamous Eliza Armstrong abduction 
case, on Saturday convicted Stead, the 
editor of the Pali Mall Gazette, and 
Mrs. Jeffries. the ex-procuress, and ac- 
quitted Jacques and General Booth of 
the Salvation Army. As Mr. Stead de- 
clared in his srgument before the jary 
the other day that if convicted he would 
not appeal his case, but wonld take the 
consequences without a murmur, the 
probability is that he wil’ now go to 
prison, If the English rating classes 
havea penchant for one thing more 
than for another it is for making mar- 
tyrs. They made martyrs of the Irish 
evicted tenants; martyrs of the sus- 
pects; martyrs of Parnell and his party 
in the earlier da’s of their Parliamen- 
tary career. They made a martyr of 
General Gordon when they abandoned 
him to bis faté, and now they 
are making & martyr of Editor 
Stead. An old church saying rans, 
**The blood of the saints is the seed of 
the church."’ And so the blood of 
Engiland’s political, military and social 
martyrs is potent to rise up and con- 
found ber. 

As to the exact merits of the Eliza 
Armstrong abdéuction case, we are at too 
great adistance and are possessed of 
too meagre details to form an accurate 
estimate.

On the contrary, he was en- 
deavoring to expose and break up this 
nefarious practice.

The meager re- 
ports of the trial vouchsafed show 
clearly that Judge Lopes played the 
part of a second tyrant Jeffries. From 
the beginning it seemed as though he 
had prejudged the case, and neglected 
no Opportunity to prejudice the jury 
against Stead. 

And so, on a trumped-up, apocryphal 
charge, the reformer Stead must go to 
prison. The physicians who farnished 
certificates of virginity; the moral 
lepers who battened upon the proceeds 
of the young girls they soli; the 
lecherous wretches who debauched 
those girls and to whose ears their 
screams were music—tbese creatures go 
unwhipt of jas: «! They may look in 
through the bars, if they choose, and 
gee Stead in his cell. 

There were once two cities named 
Sodom and Gomorrah, aad God rained 
fire upon them. He has quit raining 
fire in these days, but He sometimes lets 
people work out their own destruction.

The San Francisco Chronicle, dis-

burg it is being used in factories as 
well as private houses. The charge is 
fifty cents a month for lighting a private 
dwelling and four dollars a month for a 
gas stove, regardiess of quantity.

there seems a possibility that the 
schemes may be successful. Wherever 
there is petroleum there is natural 
gas. Whether the petroleam is the 


residuum of the gas, or the 
ges is an exhalation of the 
petroleum, certain, it is that 


wherever you find the one you may look 
for the other. Thus there must be in 
Santa Oraz and Los Angeles counties 
reservoirs of natural gas, which only 
need to be imprisoned in pipes to sup- 
ply a constant flow of light and fuel. 
It would be worth the while of the in- 
habitants of the cities in those counties 
to look the matter up. It would be no 
small saving to cut off the expense of 
artificial gas and coal. If a large gas 
well were discovered the gas might be 
brought to San Francisco. The odds 
are that the pressure would be sufficient 


to keep the jets flowing, and even if 


there were a heavy wastage iv transit, 
this would not prove serious where the 
original cost of the gas was nothing.
